Added Chinese Hospitalbs 
Dr. Rolland Lowe，another 
key organizer who came back 
Monday from the conference 
and forum with” positive 
feedback， "We have to cen- 
tralize our information Sys- 
tem_ in the form of a reposi- 
tory of health data and con- 
tinue the forum as 3a perma- 
nent national organization to 
advocate oOuUIT needs on 3a con- 
tinuing basls."

for an Individual Practices 
Association (IPA)，providing 
group Services to low-income 
recipients without merged 
Practices， has Served as 8a 
model for Asian physicians in 
New York and Los Angeles. 

Dr Lee identified Some of 
the common health problems 
that have already been iden- 
tified in the Asian communi- 
ties. 

"Asians actually fall into 
two categories -- the explod- 
ing- refugee population and 
the Asians in the better 
occupations and higher 
income levels. 

Lee Salid that Studies have 
shown that infectious hepiti- 
tus and infant mortality are 
Serious problems in the refu- 
gee population， while up- 
wardly mobile Asian Ameri- 
cans are experiencing 8greater 
inclidences of hypertension. 

"IfE we 8get all our facts 
richtihe- addedw 2 and set 
recommendations to present to 
(the federal department of) 
Health and Human Services， 
it will not fall on deaf ears. 
Blacks and Hispanics have 
gotten together and are more 
advanced in this respect，We 
have to catch up.”

In reftnancing many factors have 
to be taken into conslderation : Up- -= 
front costs,， how long the home is 
going to be kept, how much lower 
cUrrent Interest rates are, and the 
difference in cash fow and taxes 
due to lower interest. 

The most common rule ofthumb 
for reftnancingils: ifthere ls at least 
atwo percentage point dlfference 
between the current rate and the 
existing rate on the mortgage and the Plan ls to stay ln the home for 

at least two more years, then conslder refnancing. The reason ”IEs 
DecesSary to pay off the mortgage for a _ certain period of time in 
order to recover the inltial costs of refnancing. 

Here's an example at varlous lnterest rates，With the assumption 
that points and other upfront costs on a fxed 30-year $100;0001loan 
are $2,500 and that the original loan was at 12.5 percent. Also 
assume a marrled couple with taxable income of $30;000 (38 per- 
cent federal tax bracket) :

From thls example, it takes about two years to recover the Up- 
front costs of $2,500 when the interest 1s 2.2S to 2.$ percent lower 
than the orlginal mortgage. Ifthe upfront costs are higher it takes 
longer to recoOver the costs; 过 the tax bracket ls lower the costs can 
be recovered sooner, 

How about “no-points” loans>” For example, a lender may offer a 
30-year fxed at 10 percent and 2 points and a 10.$ percent with no 
points. The monthly payments on the 10 percent loan would be $37 
lowem but over $13,000 more interest would be paid over the life of 
the loan. The lenders aren't gliving away anything here. One lender 
Says the no-polint option“more than anything is just a marketing 
approach.” In effect, the borrower stil pays the points but, instead 
of having to pay them immediately, they are Spread over the life of 
the mortgage. The no-point mortgages are 3 better choice for people 
Who expect to stay in their homes for only a few more years，bnut 
they are more costly than a lower-rate loan with more points if the 
loan remains outstanding for longer than fve or Six years. 

Another tactic to consider is to try renegotiating a cuUrrent mort- 
gage, whblch is usually easler and less expenslve than reftnancing. If 
the lender agrees, an amendment is added to the original mortgage， 
a Process that typically takes a few working days and generally 
doesn't requlre closing costs. 

Another Suggestion is to refinance over 15 instead of 30 years. 人 
15-year fxed at 10 Percent has a monthly payment of $1;075, $197 
Imore than a 30-year loan. However almost $125;000 less interest 
would be pald with a 30-year loan at 10 percent. 

Other advantages of a 1$-year loan are the shorter period it takes 
to pay off the loan and a typically lower interest rate. Equity is also 
bullt faster. However Since a larger amount of the monthly pay- 
ments go to amortize Principal rather than to lnterest, there will be 
less tax deductions each year. Thus, lf long-term interest deduc- 
tions are crltical to the tax and cash fow situation，thlis option 
should be looked at carefully.

In 1972，under the Nixon 
administration，EOC'Ss funding 
was in jeopardy. Since at 


that time the EOC was Self- 
Help's only source of fund- 
ing，the doors almost had to 
be closed. For three months 
no Salaries were paid. 


DIVERSIEFEY 
This retrenchment forced 
Self-Help to go to United 


Way，CETA,:-the SF Founda- 
tion and sources within the 
community to diversify their 


funding. The long-term 
effect was- -more expansion 
and 1less reliance on govern- 
ment funding. 

According to Chung，EOC 
funding ended entirely two 
years ago after 18 years of 
Support， Self Help currently 
Supports a Staff of 96 with 
only 60 percent of the budget 
coming from the government. 

Directors Succeeding Yuen 
were: present SF Community 
College board member Alan 
S. Wong， from -1975-1979; 
Buddy Choy，from 1980-1981;
